THE ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Thicago Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 2.—Jennings’ cables to 
the World as follows: 

Loxpon, Dec. 2.—The Archbishop of Can- 
terbury’s death is expected in the course of 
the day. Nobody who Was acquainted with 
all the facts of the case has entertained much 
hope of Dr. Tait’s recovery since he was first 


| compelled to take to his bed, hence it is not 


surprising that, in official and even in ecclesi- 
astical circles, the probability of his death 
has long sinte been discounted, and “ slates,” 
as Americans would say, have been prepared 
for the succession. Mr. Gladstone’s luck in 
matters of patronage is proverbial—he has 
two garters to give away as Christmas pres- 
ents—and it must be said that 
HE ALWAYS MAKES THE MOST 

of the opvortunities afforded him, especially 
where he has a Bishopric or some other 
“good thing” in the way of ecclesiastical 
preferment to dispose of. Whereas Lord 
Beaconsfield’s practice was rather to select 
new men to wear the mitres in his gift—such 
men as Dean Ryle, whom he made Bishop of 
Liverpool, and Canon Lightfoot, to whom he 
gave the Bishopric of Durham—Mr. Glad- 
stone has a preference for - translations, 
whereby he places two men or even more in 
his debt, instead of one only. In the pres- 
ent case it is understood that there will be a 
movement, as the French would say. 

THE BISHOP OF WINCHESTER 
willin all likelihood become the Primate. 
Dr, Edward Harold Browne, who is nearly 
72, was a school-fellow of Mr. Gladstone’s at 
Eton, and was afterwards with him at Ox- 
ford. They havé always been close friends. 
Dr. Browne is a clever man and a profound 
scholar, and has taken a good deal of inter- 
est in the old Catitolic movement on the Con- 
tinent. Heis in politics a Liberal, and so 
popular personally that his appointment 
would give general satisfaction. Should he 
be elevated to the throne of Augustine, 

BISHOP MACKARNESS, 

of Oxford, a brother-in-law of Lord Cole 
ridge, to whom Mr. Gladstone gave a mitre 
in 1869 as a reward for his stanch approval 
of disestablishment in Ireland, will probably 
be translated to the See of Winchester, and 
Archdeacon Palmer, the youngest brother of 
Lord Chancellor Selborne, a very accom- 
plished classical scholar, will succeed him as 
Bishop of Oxford. I have the very best 
reason to believe that you will find these 
changes authentic, though, naturally, they 
have not been announced here. 

| ARCHBISHOP TAIT 
has borne his sufferings as be has borne all 
the many trials of his life, with true Chris- 
tian courage and patience, and he has re- 
peatediy expressed his entire readiness to 
“depart and be at rest.“ The Postmaster- 
Jeneral, the Rt.-Hon. Henry Fawcett, one of 
the abiest members of the Administration, 
and a most prominent Radical, is in a very 
critical condition; indeed, there have been 
but very few cases known where the patient 
has recovered from such a severe attack of 
diphtheria.

Rumors, too, have reached 
the authorities of some projected attempt on 
the part of the Fenians to do mischief on 
Monday, but, as always, great precautions 
will be taken, and the crowd itself will form 
the strongest guard for the Queen. 
IN IRELAND, 
however, anarchy is again threatening to 
paralyze all: authority, The true state of 
affairs in the sister island is, I am given to 
understand, much more alarming than is in- 
dicated by the speeches of Mr. Chief Secre- 
tary Trevelyan. The recent assasinations in 
Dublin have beyond any doubt been intend- 
efi, at least in part. as a reply to Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Mansion-House speech, in which he 
boasted of the restoration of Jaw and order 
in Ireland. The picked force of marines to 
be sent to Ireland will be well armed, and 
the men will not hesitate to shoot when it is 
. the preapect for the winter is 
quite as bad as has been for years past. 
THE STAGE. 

Although there is no perceptible falling off 
in the houses drawn by Messrs. Gilbert and

Dean Bradley's formal consent to the plac- 
ing of a bust of Longfellow in Westminster 
Abbey is coupled with the extraordinary sug- 
gestion to inscribe Washmgton Irving’s 
name on its base or on an adjacent 
tablet, The Daily News justly ridicules 
the proposal, ridiculing also, as usual, Amer- 
ican literature generally, and announcing 
that Irving and Poe were the best prose and 
pcetical writers. The same paper yesterday 
eulogized Oliver Wendell Holmes cordially, 
but was unable to conclude the article with- 
out a characteristic sneer at American 
writers as half intelligible in England. Our 
G. C. McAuley pronounces a panegyric on 
Walt Whitman in the December Nineteenth 
Century. 

ALISON’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY, 
which was expected with interest, proved to 
contain some entertaining reminiscences of 
eminent people generally of title, but it 
abounds, like his history, in solemn absurd- 
ities and empty reflection. I contains fresh 
proots that Providence is on the side of the 
Tories.

The recent 
events in Egypt enhanced her obligations in 
regard to its affairs. She will strive to 
discharge her duties so as to main- 
tain the international rights of En- 
giand and uphold and é consolidate 
the privileges which have been acquired, and 
promote the happiness of the people and 
prudent development of their institutions. 
The Queen also says she will endeavor to 
avoid any measures likely to tend toward 
disturbing the tranquillity of the Kast. She 
feels confident her aims and the result of her 
counsels will commend themselves to the 
approval of the Powers, her allies in their 
several relations to that interesting region. 
The growth of revenue of Great Britain had 
been considerably retarded, but by a cause 
which in itself is to be contemplated with 
satisfaction—that is, the diminution in the re- 
ceipts of the exchequer from duties on in- 
toxicating liquors. She anticipates distress 
this winter in some parts of Ireland. She 
refers with deep pain to assasinations, 
which have been rifein Dublin. There is a 
a special call of duty upon the authorities to 
exercise with firmness the powers with which 
they are intrusted. The social condition of 
Ireland at large, however, has markedly im- 
proved, which improvement she hopes will 
be maintained. Her Majesty expresses 
thanks for the passage of the various meas- 
ures relative to Ireland, and of other meas- 
ures tothe advantage of the people. The 
prorogation is tothe 15th of February. 

EMIGRATION UNDER THE LAND ACT.

THE CHRISTIAN LORDS DAY NOT A 
JEWISH SABBATH. 

We publish elsewhere a series of articles 

which were first published as editorials in 


Tut Tame in February, 1866. Their pur- 


pose is to present what the combined and 
total! scholarship of the Christian church in 
all periods of its history and in all Christian 
countries has to say concerning the observ- 
ance of Sunday as a day of rest, the reasons 

of its selection, and the spirit in which its 
observance should be advocated. When we 
published these articles, sixteen years ago, a 
conference of the ministers of three ortho- 
dox denominations of the city had requested 
us to discontinue the pubiication of our Sun- 
day edition, and had made a similar request 
of the Times. We had pointed out to them 
that the popular demand for Sunday papers 
was such that, on utilitarian and moral 
grounds, any compliance with their request 
would do more harm than good. For the 
cessation of the publication of Toe Trisune 
and Times on Sunday would leave open a 
market for numerous Sunday papers ema- 
nating from vagabond and irresponsible print- 
ing establishments, which issued no pa- 
pers during the week, had no facilities 
for collecting any other news than the 
news that related to the vices of local Ch. 
cago life, and that mostly the reekings of the 
slums. In New York the Tribune, Times, 
Herald, World, Express, Courier and En- 
quirer, and News for many years did not 
publish a Sunday paper. The effect was that 
a crop of low-toned but exclusively Sunday 
papers grew up. The Sunday Dispatch, 
Sunday Courter, Sunday Telegraph, Sun- 
day Herutd (not by Bennett), Sunday Mer- 
cury, Sunday Scorpion, and a host of other 
disreputable and flash sheets grew up, which, 
not being restrained by the conservative in- 
fluences of alarge daily ciftculation among 
moral and church-going people, but finding 
"their chief sale among the sporting and Im- 
moral classes, catered to the elements which 
principally patronized them. Most of thein 
were papers fit only to be read in Pande- 
monium. They cireutated in the aggregate 
probably 800,000 copies, and their tone did 
not differ essentially from that of the Police 
Gazette. Yet if respectable people desired 
any paper they were compelled to purchase 
these, as there were none better. Had the 
respectable dailles published Sunday editions 
these would never have existed. As it was, 
they existed almost wholly for harm. 

At length first the Herald, then the World, 
after a long interval the Times, then the 
Sun, and lastly the New York Tribune be- 
gan to publish Sunday editions. The effect 
was like the substitution of wheat for weeds. 
Instead of salacious dressings up of .tin- 
seled vice the readers of Sunday papers 
were treated to news, intelligent opinion, 
scientific progress, religious discussion, and 
moral effort. Probably the aggregate circn- 
lation of these Sunday editions of the great 
New York dailies reaches 400,000, and it is 
all intellectually and morally beneficial. 

The Chicago cierzymen, not stopping to 
reflect and being totally ignorant of the busi- 
ness of journalism, did not see that they were 
virtually asking for a transfer of the large 
Sunday circulation from respectable news- 
papers, whose chief sales were during the 
week, to disreputable newspapers which had 
no facilities for gathering the news of the 
world or making good newspapers, and were 
therefore compelled by the law of their ex- 
istence to be vicious. Yetthis is just what 
they asked, and to a mah who knows the 
ab cs of journalism it was plain that in 
meddling in a profession in which they were 
not skiiled they had toolishly and ignorant- 
ly asked for the hatching of a spawn of Sun- 
day journals devoted to slime and vice in 
place of three devoted to news and morals. 
This was the utilitarian and moral view of 
the question, and this view no clergyman in 
Chicago can successfully answer because it 
is absolute truth. 

But to this some ministers did repty, 
* What matters it that better would be fol- 
lowed by worse if our request were adopted! 
Your skirts would be clear of the alleged 
guilt. You have no right to do alleged evil 
that good may come. And we tell you that 
you are violating God’s law, as written by 
His own finger upon the tables of stone on 
Mount Sinai in the fourth commandment.” 

This attitude of the clergy shifted the 
ground of debate from that of utility and 
morals to the question of the historical ex- 
istence of the alleged divine command en- 
joining total cessation of work on the first 
day of the week, called Sunday. The pre- 
vious question had been conceded by the 
clergymen to us when they feil back upon 
the supposed divine command.” 

Upon the publication of these articles, 
calm. friendly, lucid, and simply historical, 
the entire clergy of Chicago felt, and the 
more candid admitted, that they were 
whipped. They all knew that there is not 
now and never has been a “divine com- 
mand forbidding any labor on Sunday. 
There is not a word in the sacred 
writings of Christendom transferring the 
Jewish seventh-day obligation to the first 
day of the week. Jesus, Paul, Justin Mar- 
tyr, Tertullian, St. Augustine, Luther, 
Melanchthon, Calvin, Arenbishop Whately, 
Dr. Paley, and Dr. Robinson of Andover—in 
short, the concurrent testimony of the whole 
body of authoritative orthodox Christianity, 
from its founder down to Henry Ward 
Beecher—repudiate the notion that the Ne- 
hemiahtic Sabbath can or should be fastened 
on the Christian churches, or the Gentile 
world, or any part of it. 

The Presbyterian and Baptist Churches of 
Chieago did the next best thing to avoiding 
a mistake. They have carefully avoided its 
repetition. For sixteen years these intelli- 
gent bodies of Christians have been content 
with the Sunday of Constantine without de- 
manding the Sabbath of Nehemiah, which 
was neither lutended for all men nor is 
adapted to the modern world, Ner if it 
were, has it ever been observed by a solitary 
clergyman in the United States, as every 
clergyman Can see by referring to its require- 
| ments. 

The Methodist clergy of the city, how- 
ever, includes many divines who have a 
lurking notion that the aggregate error or 
ignorance -of a sufficiently numerous body 
ef God-fearing servants is a good legal- 
tender substitute in place of the solid coin 
ot pure scholarship upon any and all ques- 


pow | ne relies tr. They have made

Mr. Zimmerman of Evanston said that many 


Methodist pastors read Sunday papers and 
rode in Sunday cars. He might have added 
that they all had fires Hullt in their habita- 
tions on Sunday, that e all allowed their 
servants to work on Sunday, that they, all 
earned their living by making Sunday their 
chief day of toll. that Whey hesitated not to 
walk more than 2,000 paces from their houses 
on Sunday—all of which was in bold and 
flagrant disobedience of God’s law if Sunday 
was “ the Sabbath of Nehemiah.” Mr. Zim- 
merman, however, was summarily sup- 
pressed as aman who though he had said 
but little baa said far too much. He was 
told to “sit down.” ! 
The Rev. Mr. Davis thought chat milk 
brought in from the country on Friday and 
delivered Saturday morning at 4 o’clock was 
the true Christian thing to feed the babies on 
Sunday to avold breaking the Sabbath 
—meaning Constantine’s Sunday—and he 
was working his saints up to the point of 
formulating their piety into the act of feed- 


ing sour milk to infants on Sunday. While | 


he did not clearly rule that a baby fed in this 
way would go more directly to Heaven than 
achild of sin fed on sweet milk, every mother 
knows that the baby fed on sour milk would 
get to Heaven ant by from one to sixty 
years. 

Bishop Merril! believed there was room for 
the exerelse of common sense on this ques- 
tion, an opinion which of itself endangers 


his standing. The unpleasant suggestion 


was made that the ministers are all eager to 
have their sermons appear in the Monday’s 
paper, which involves their betng put into 
type on Sunday. Bishop Merrill confessed 
that he took the daily paper published by an 
establishment which printed aSunday paper. 
It may here be remarked in parenthesis that 
in 1867 a careful canvass was made of all the 
Chicago ministers who topk a daily paper. 
It was found that two only took a paper 
which published no edition en Sunday. 
More than sixty preferred te take the daily 
paper which published a Sunday edition. 

Dr. Hatfield confessed that he had afore- 


time in his fiery zeal haled the milkmen and 


cast one of them out of his church for selling 
fresh milk on Sunday. But after shutting 
off the Gospel from this milk peddler “it 
had come to him that there were thousands 
of poor people who had no refrigerators, and 
who had babes. He could not make a con- 
science for the mothers of these children.“ 
Could not? indeed! Then Dr. Hatfield had 
better sell out to some one who can. 

As the Methodist clergy seem divided on 
this question we hope they will carefully 
read the array of proofs elsewhere presented 
to show that their pretense that the Lord’s 
day of Christians is a revival of the Sabbath 
ot Nehemiah is an error—to speak mildly. 
By reading over these high Christian ’a:uthor- 
ities they will see that the author of the first 
precept or edictever issued requiting Sun- 
day to be observed as a holy day of rest was 
Constantine, a half-converted Roman Em- 
peror, in the latter part of the fourth century. 
Previous to that the early Christians had 
been in the habit of meeting together in the 
early morning of the first day of the week 
to celebrate the resurrection of Christ, and 
after worship adjourning about their busi- 
ness, each keeping the remainder of the day 
to suit himself. Such was the custom of the 
first 360 years of the church, as proven by the 
history of the Christians of those days. 

Sanday ts a day of rest economically, not 


divinely enjoined, Experience has proven 


that man cannot work always; that diversion 
and occasional change of occupation and 
thought are essential to his well-being. 
Hence the institution of Sunday has grown 
up and become an observance among Chris- 
tians and non-Christians alike. Tun Tnrin- 
UNE believes in resting one day in seven, and 
very little work is done in or about this 
office on the first day. It thinks that all 
men should have a periodical cessation 
from toil for physical reasons. But it 
does not believe that any church or minis- 
terial associat has the right to prescribe 
what kind of rest men shall enjoy. Puri- 
tan rest (consisting of a round of prayer- 
meeting, sermons, and mission schools, and 
the perusal of religious newspapers, Baxter’s 
Saints’ Rest, and Pilgrim’s Progress) .would 
be for most men and women the 
severest and most irksome toil imagin- 
able, Each man to his taste! Whoever 
prefers to rest in that way on the first 
day of the week let him so rest; but whoever 
chooses ‘to use his first day in other innocent 
but inore agreeable pastimes, not disturbing 
his neighbors, let him also do it. In this en- 
lightened age and free country the attempt 
to interfere with any peaceable citizen for 
enjoying Sunday in a respectable way must 
prove a ruinous and disastrous failure. And 
the effort to cut off the Sunday morning 
newspapers from any community, which 
finds in them innocent confort and amuse- 
ment and usefal instruction, would be re- 
sented and resisted by the people almost en 
masse as such an interference, 
———— 
POPULARITY OF THE PROPOSED II- 
CENSE sYSTEM. 

The proposition to fix the annual license 
fee for saloons in this city at $500 has gro wn 
enormously in popular favor within the last 
few days. The virtual assent of the Staats- 
Zeitung to the principle involved, denoted 
by suggestions for certain modifications, may 
be accepted as an evidence that the better 
class of Germans are disposed to indorse the 
project, The better class of saloonkeepers 
understand that it is likely to increase rather 
than decrease their business. The reports 
from the cities in Nebraska, where a fee of 


81.000 a year is charged for the privilege of 


running a saloon, are uniform as to the 
easy enforcement of the law, the reduction 
in the number ot saloons, the tremendous iu- 
crease in revenue, and the decrease in drunk- 
enness, disorder, and crime. Finally, the 
urgent need of additional revenue for the 
City Government, cut off by the system of 
low valuations and the statutory limitation 
on the tax, has impressed upon every inteili- 
gent citizen the obvious advantage of raising 
a million dollars by a process which will not 
swell the burden of general taxation nor op- 
press any class of people, but, on the con- 
trary, will promote public safety and public 
order. 

If the price of. saloon Neenses were fixeu 
at $500 each, the revenue would be $1,000,000 
even if the number of saloons were reduced 
one-half by the operation of the law. Won- 
ders could be accomplished with this sum in 
the way of improving the protection and 
convenience of life in this city. With this 
sum the police foree could be increased from 
200 to 300 men; the appropriation for clean- 
ing the streets could be doubled; the city 


of the municipal poy 
lian f the streets H. in 
33 might be transformed 


from the present dirty, dinav, disorderly, 
and unsafe condition to a condition of light, 


cleanliness, decency, and decorum, At the 


same time the rednotion of the number of 


saloons and the elimination of the most de- 
praved and dangerous of them would eon- 
tribute to the diminution of drunkenness, 
debauchery, and crime, and leave the in- 
creased police foree the time necessary to as- 
sist in the work of sanitary building, and 
sidewalk inspection, to guard the street 
crossings, and to enforce u variety of ordi- 
nances for the protection of public health 
and safety, which are now virtually a dead- 
letter because the police force is not large 
enough even to warn the offenders. 

The fact should be kept well in mind that 
the City Council has full authority to act on 
this license question. It is unnecessary to 
await any further action on the part of the 
State Legislature as far as Chicago is con- 
cerned, It is only necessary that the Council 
should respond to the popular sentiment 
which is manifest on all sides. Will the 


Council proceed in this matter? There is 


reason to believe it would do so if the Mayor, 
whose influence over the present Council is 
cohcéded, would take the initiative and rec- 
ommend tue project in strong terms. Mayor 
Harrison ought to be convinced since the de- 
feat ot Mr. McGarigle under circum- 
stances that were favorable to his elec- 
non that the efforts ot the depraved 
and vicions classes cannot guarautee 
political success against the protest 
of the respectable classes, and even a per- 
sonal and selfish view of the case ought to 
induce him to commend and work for a 
project which has the earnest backing of the 
best citizens and taxpayers of all classes in 
the city. If the Council will not act, then an 
appeal to the Legislature should be organ- 
ized which will induce that body to passa 
law this winter fixing a minimum saloon 
license of $500 for all large cities in this 
State. If this shall fail—thouzgh it will not 
if the matter be properly managed—then the 
election of the Mayor and one-half the Coun- 
cil next spring should turn upon this single 
issue, the success of which will accomplish 
more good for Chicago than any other proj- 
ect it is possible to suggest. In a case where 
the people are so firmly united in support of 
a measure so obviously advantageous to the 
public welfare the desired result will be 
surely achieved sooner or later. 
— 

BRITISH PARLIAMENTARY REFORM. 

The British Pariiament has just accom- 
plished the greatest civil revolution that has 


| been carried to completion in that country 


daring the last half*centtry. The six hun- 
dred years’ tradition that Parliamentary de- 
bate must be free and unlimited has been set 
aside, ahd the length and scope of debate in 
the British Commons henceforth is to be 
within the control of the majority. The 
House of Commons has adopted substantlal- 
ly the American “previous question,” and 
obstruction to legislation is no longer possi- 
ble against the will of the majority. The an- 
cient tradition that freedom of debate 
and the right of unrestrained speech in the 
Commons were sacred and inalienable rights 
coexistent with British freedom has been 
surrendered by the Commons with the un- 
questioned assent and approval of the British 
people. In the face of earnest appeals and 
the pleading of senthnentalism cherished for 
centuries the great ehange has been accum- 
plished, and public opinion. has been recon- 
ciled to this abandonment of “sacred” lib- 
erty by the necessity for such change as 
shown by the means taken to prevent it, The 
successful obstruction df legislation arid the 


‘paralyzation of the declared will of the na- 


tion have educated the popular mind to the 
opinion thata longer adherence to the old 
theory of unlimited debate was now an 
abuse which destroyed the power of the ma- 
jority to govern. So at the end of a most 
memorable discussion the British House of 
Commons has given -to the majority the 
power to close debate at any time and bring 
the House to a direct vote. 

The rules as adopted in Engiand are more 
complicated than those in this country, be- 
cause the general rules of proceeding differ 
widely. Thus in eur House of Representa- 


tives a majority of the whole House is nec-. 


essary to a quorum for the transaction of 
amy business, and a majority of a quorum is 
essential to all legislation. In the British 
House of Commons the number to constitute 
a quorum depends on the character of the 
business pending, and may be as low as forty 
members. Thus the orderin our Congress 
that the previous question be put cannot be 
decided in the affirmative in any case unless 
it be voted by a majority of all the members 
present, those present not to be less than 
half the whole number of members-elect 
whether present or not. In England, how- 
ever, 200 members, that being a majority of 
those present, may order the previous ques- 
tion unless it appear that it is Supported by 
100 members and only opposed by forty. 
When the whole number present is only 
forty the question must be put if opposed by 
less than twenty. 

Included In the new rules the Speaker is 
given the power to call the attention of the 
Ilouse to “continued irrelevance or tedious 
repetition”’ on the part of a member, and may 
direct the member to discontinue his speech. 
This is a wholesome rule, and when fairly 
putin operation cannot fail to meet the ap- 
proval of any deliberative body. The right 
to debate is wholly distinct from the right to 
consume time for mere delay and obstruc- 
tion, and no party in power will venture, ar- 
bitrarily, to arrest or stifle debate, and expect 
to be sustained by public sentiment. Even 
in our House of Representatives, where 
party discipline is strongly enforced, an at- 
tempt by a majority to prevent debate under 
the plea of hastening a vote rarely ever ac- 
complishes its purpose. A sense of justice 
is certain to overrule any attempt by a 
Speaker arbitrarily to deprive the minority, 
or even a single member, of just privileges. 

The victory of Mr. Gladstone is an extraor- 
dinary one. This measure has been op- 
posed in the most strenuous manner. Fore- 
most among its opponents has been the Lon 
don Times, which has never relaxed in its 
hostility. Mr. Walter, the proprietor of that 
paper, in his place in. Parliament voted 
agalnst it from the very first, and only 
yielded on the final vote, when he abstained 
from voting. The whole Conservative party, 
of course, yoted against it, as did the Par- 
nellites. At first a large portion of the Lib- 
eral party was unfriendly to the measure, 
bat all eventually came to its support. 

This new rule, which in its operation gives 
to the majority of the Commons the power to 
pass any bill to which it may agree, wili en- 
able the Goverument to- propose other meas- 
ures of reform. Among these is one for the 
establishment of a new land tehure in Scot- 
land, something after that adopted for Ire- 
land. A revision of the land system in En- 
gland is. of course, among the necessities of 
the future. But, prelimimary to these re- 


forms, the Ministry have others, which are 


essential to all. One of these is the reform 
of the suffrage, making Wie right to vote 
the same in town and country, in the bor- 
oughs, the cities, and the counties. This 
will enlarge the jconstituencies, and at the 
same time lead to a reformation and redis- 
tribution of representation. Instead of the 
gross and scandalous irregularities now pre- 
vailing, representation will be distributed

ical reorganization of Parliament, and to the 
passage of any bills of that character the 


rule giving the majority. power to clese the 
debate was eminently necessary, With ro- 


organized representation and constitaencies, 
future Parliaments will be able to go for- 
ward with other long-delayed changes. One 
of these is the consolidation and new organi- 
zation ot London and its various municipali- 
ties; another contemplates the establish- 


ment of local and municipal governments. 


for all cities, counties, and villages, extend- 
ink to these the principles and powers of 
selt- government. 

Clothed with the power of closing debate 


and bringing the Commons to direct votes on 


all measures of legislation, the powers of Par- 
liament can all be brought into active use, and 
if Mr. Giadstone’s life be spared the progress 
of the reforms in the internal government 
by Great Britain and Ireland will be sweep- 


ing and rapid. The conservatism. which has 


80 long restrained all change will be over- 
whelmed in the progress that is pointed out 
by the enlightenment of the age, and the im- 
patience of the people.

MATRONS AT THE POLICE sTATIONS. 

A proposition was made in the City Coun- 
ell a few nights ago that a Matron be pro- 
vided at each of the large police stations in 
the city. Like many other most desirable 
improvements, the wonder is not that such a 
proposition is made, but that provision for 
such a humane purpose has not long since 
taken place. We understand that an organ- 
ization of ladies, moved by the want of hu- 
manity and want of common decency inci- 
dental to the absence of any womanly 
attendance at these prisons, have themselves 
selected suitable and competent female at- 
tendants, whe have by the consent of the 
police been vermitted to act as Matrons, the 
support of these Matrons being furnished by 
the ladies’ organization. Not a day passes 
without there being lodged in these prisons 
a number of women, young and old, temper- 
ate and intemperate, decent and depraved, 
some hardened in crime, and others 
not yet lost. but capable of a bet- 
ter fate. These station-honses were 
not arranged for the almost indis- 
criminate lodging of males and females. 
The prisoners are thrust into apartments so 
nearly incommon that the males are hardly 
separated from the females, certainly not so 
far separated but all share alike in the hor- 
rid and disgusting language of the depraved 
and indecent. There are no conveniences 
for the women. Until these Matrons were 
unofficiaily provided the rude attendance 
was exclusively by men. Sick or well, in 
pain, distress, In sorrow or grief, thé un- 
fortunate females under lock have had no 
female to whom to apply for aid or relief. 
Common humanity and common decency 
revolts against this treatment, and the hu- 
mane ladies who at their own cost have pro- 
vided otherwise deserve the strongest com- 
mendation. To the officers in charge of 
these stations the provision of a Matron to 
eare for these unfortunates of her sex must 
be a relief easily understood by men of deli- 
cacy and common refinement. It is to be 
hoped that the City Council will hereafter 
make the arrangements for a thorough sep- 
aration of the sexes in these station-houses, 
and for placing the female prisoners under 
the supervising care of some respectable and 
experienced Matron. ‘Though prisoners they 
have not lost the right to be treated in a civ- 
jlizea community with the decency and re- 
spect which all men concede belong to 
women.

AMERICAN GOOD NATURE. 

The observation recenti made by Mr. Her- 
bert Spencer upon American good nature 
and the ease with which Americans put up 
with grievances and condone offenses has 
brought out an article in the Pail Mall Ga- 
zette upon the subject, the points of which 
are worthy of reproduction, as they pertain 
to ourselves, To illustrate its comments it 


divides mankind into two classes, actuated by 


two rival principles. When any want sug- 
gests itself the one class will set about pro- 
viding for it and the other will learn to do 
without it. The one who provides for his 
wants consoles himself for his extra labor by 
his extra comfort, but the other philosoph- 
ically argues that the other’s devices to meet 
constantly occurring wants do not answer in 
every case, and the cases which they fail to 
meet are those which always happen. 

Applying its general principles to Ameri- 
cans, the Gazette finds that one great aim of 
American life is laborsaving, and that 
“wherever the mechanism by which a man’s 
wants are to be supplied consists in part of 
human béings the trouble of getting it to 
work, and consequently the advantage of do- 
ing without, is enormously greater than in 
England. In such cases, therefore, submis- 
sion becomes prudence, and submission gen- 
erates patience or good nature.” The Ga- 
zette illustrates its point by reference to hotel 
life and says:

The theory of the Gazette is an ingenious 


one, but it does not altogether cover. the 
case, as it makes no account of tempera- 
ment. What it sets down as good nature in 
enduring grievances is not always good 
nature so much as a submission under pro- 
test until such time comes as the grievances 
can be remedied or altogether removed, and 
when that time comes they are always re 
moved in a wholesale way. The American 
people as a rule are not fretted by little 
things. Foreigners as a rule are. What 
often appears as a grievance to an English- 
man is no grievance at all to- an American 
or is so petty in its nature that endurance of 
it works no discomfort, all of which is 
probably due to different environments, as 
Mr. Spencer Would say, or, as a Yankee 
would say, to a difference in bringing up. 
For instance, the hotel experiences cited by 
the Gazette are not in themselves gnev- 
afices to the American, though they are to 
the Englishman, while, to reverse the illus- 
tration, many of the experiences of hotel life 
in England which are notonly grievances but 
irritatmg and exasperating grievances to an 
American are comfortable to the English- 
man.

SOLAR SPOTS. 
On the Brink of a San Chasm. 
Now York Sun. 

“Since the great magnetic storm of Friday, 
and the brilliant auroral display last nigbt,”’ 
. Said the astronomer to the reporter on Mon- 
day, “ perhaps you would like to look at the 


sun spot that was probably at the bottom of 
all this disturbance ?’’ 

To be sure I would.“ the reporter re- 
plied; “but do you mean to say a sun spot 
caused thé magnetic storm? “ 

“Well. to be more accurate, perhaps I 
should say that the causes which, led to the 
formation of the sun spot also produced the 
storm, It is impossible to particular- 
ize very closely in this matter. What 
we do know is that 3 * 
are most numerous <a 
auroras and inagnetic —— are pee th tre- 
quent and most violent. This has been 
strikingly exemplified during the present 
year; we have had two or three great mag- 
netic storms, and slinultaneously with each 
of the storms sun spots of extraordinary 
magnitude have been visible. I canghtsight 
of the present great spot just 2 around 
the edge of the sun on Nov. 13, and since 
then there has been more or less electric and 
magnetic disturbance, culimtneting 12 the 
marvelous auroral outburst of last Friday.

FRANK I. I. FRAYNE. 


The Court Holds that There Was No 
Criminal Oarelesness, and Dis- 
charges the Killer. 


Special Dispatch to The Chtcago Tribune. 

CINCINNATI, O., Doc. 2.--The case of Frank I. 
Frayne, charged with manslaughter for the 
shooting of Miss Annie Von Behren, was called 
for the second time in the police court this 
morning. The prisoner's attorney, Mr. Camp- 
bell, suggested that the testimony taken before 
the Coroner be taken as evidence. Mr. Cald- 
well, the Prosecuting-Attorney, said that he was 
out of the city yesterday and did not bear the 
testimony taken before the Coroner, and would 
therefore prefer to examine the witnesses 
again. Sergt. Beouinger and Officers 
Macke and MHackel were called, and 
each in turn testified that he 
was in the Coliseum Theatre about 
4:30 Thanksgiving afternoon, and witnessed the 
shooting. They went at once behind the scenes, 
and the Officer last named took the gun from 
one of the actors. He examined it and found 
the breach broken. 

GEORGE A. BEAN, 
one of the members of the Frayne Company, 
testified that he was an actor and resided in New 
York City. He said he saw the killing. During 
the day he examined the mirror used by Frayne 
in his backward shot very carefully, and 
found it in a perfect cendition. He 
was looking at the lady at the 
time of the shooting; saw der tall, 
and immediately after Mr. Frayne rushed to her. 
Frayue's breast and arm were biackened. The 
gun was loaded with a cartridge. The witness 
here expiained to the court the cause of the ac- 
cident by means of the gun, which he held in 
bis hands. He showed the thread of 
THE BROKEN SCREW 
used to hold the breechin position. The cart- 
ridge could not have exploded had not the 
breech been securely in its piace. The gun 
could not have been fred in any other posi- 
tion. The powder which burnt Frayne could 
not have escaped in any other manner than 
througt the butt end of the barrel, which would 
da vd been in proper position had not the breech- 
screw broken. During the examination of Mr.

* > THE N NEW YORK BLUE LAWS. 


City—A Village Law in a 
Metropolis. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Nun. 

Nzew Tom. Dec. 2.—All New York is greatly 
disturbed over the question of compulsory Sun- 
day observance under the new penal code, which 
takes effect tomorrow for the first time. So far 
as Sunday is concerned the new law is very 
comprehensive in its prohibition of ail servile 
labor, trades, manufactures, and mechanical 
employments, and of all selling or exposing for 
sale of commodities. If enforced according to 
its letter it would close barber-shops on Sun- 
day, prohibit the sale of newspapers, and pre- 
vent the running of horse-cars. 

ASSISTANT DISTRICT-ATTORNEY FELLOWS 
said this afternoon that he bad no idea that the 
code would make any difference in the usual ob- 
servance of Sunday. There were some laws 
which could never be enforced because they 
were not sustained by public sentiment. All 
aueb statutes were pernicious because they tend- 
ed to cause a lack of respect for law in general. 
All over the city today the police were giving 
notice to newsdealers, barbers, and others who 
have been in the habit of transacting 
business on Sunday mornings that they 
will render themselves liable to arrest if their 
places. of business are not closed by 9 a. m. 
Some of the newsdeailers said that it was im- 
possible for them to deliver all cheir news- 
papers before that hour. 

THE WORKINGS OF THE POLICE 
were not confined to news-dealers and barbers 
alone, but were extended to tobacconists and 
dther tradesmen who have been in the habit of 
keeping their stores open for at least part of the 
day on Sunday. It is understood that special 
warnings were given to the liquor-deal- 
ers, and there is considerable curiosity

THE NEW ORTHODOXY. 


Some Views on the Future Probation. 
Springhetd nevublican. 

In surveying the several recent discus- 
sions as to how fat a minister may vary 
from certain standards of belief and yet be 
recognized as evangelical” or orthodox,“ 
one must be very hopeful or very dull not to 
see that the ground yielded is very small. 
The disputatious eouncils, the catechism 
and its heretical, or almost heretical, an- 
swers, the final rejection or acceptance for 
professorship or pastorate, all turn on a very 
slender difference. It is in all these. cases 
more a question of language than of 
meaning, and the man whe knows how 
to frame his new shading of belief 
adroitly gets in, te the satisfaction of 
orthodox brethren, while he who cannot 
quite disguise his convietions in proper 
theological terms is barred out. All the men 
whose orthodoxy has deen questioned in late 
years have been drawn to vary their formulas 
by the unsatisfied humanity within them—a 
sentiment never so vital and Influential as it 
is in this age, and inspiring revolt against the 
cruel and vindictive dogmas of the prevail- 
ing forms of Christianity. Therefore it is 
the question whether every human bemg on 
this earth who dies withott having accepted 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God, a person in a 
triune Deity, as a Savior through death upon 
the cross, must be eternally damned—this 18 
what they nave split on. „They all have de- 
sired to limit in some measure this sweeping 
sentence of destruction against the vast ma- 
jority of the race. 

Sut whatafter all does their departure 
amount to? The Rev. Mr. Thayer at Quincy, 
after a statement of principles, declared that 
those principlesimplied “that if there be 
those in pagan lands, living without thé 
i ght of the Gospel, who have not had a 
moral probation, or tnose in Christian lands, 
dying at any period of life, from infancy to 
age, without an adequate moral probation, 
such probation will be granted them’’—of 
course on the same conditions.

Justin replies:

bath, but you, when you have speut one day 
idle, think ‘you have discharged your religious 
duty, not considering why that was commanded 
you, etc.. r we ourselves would observe the 
circt0mcision of the flesh, and Sabbaths, and all 
the holy days, if the cause was not known to us 
why these things were commanded. 


Justin then explains to him the reaso 
and adds: 12 


God was the same in the time of Enoch and 
all others who neither observed the circumcision 
of the flesh, nor Sabbaths, nor any other rites 
which Moses cOmmanded. etc. You see tne ele- 
ments do not cease nor keepa Sabbath. Re- 
main as you have been created. For if before 
Abraham there was no need of circumcision, 
nor ot the celebration of the Sabbath and holy 
days, etc., before Moses, neither is there now 
after Jesus Christ. 


And again: 

For as circumeision began from Abraham, 
and Sabbaths, and sacrifices, and obiations from 
Moses, it has beeu shown were ordered on ac- 
count of the hardness of heart of * people, 
80 it was necessary these should end, according 
to the counsel of the Father, in Jesus Christ, the 


Son of God, 

Such are the words of Justin. They estab- 
lish the point beyond controversy that till his 
time, A. D. 150, no Sabbath was observed by 
the Christian Church, nor is it probable that 
for many years after the more judicious con- 
sidered either the seventh or first day of the 
week as invested with any peculiar sanctity 
more than any other day. And to this effect 
is the declaration of Jerome so late as the 
fourth century, in the Epistle to the Gala- 
teans, Chap. iv.—viz.: 

Lest a disordered congregation of the 
ple might lessen the faith of Christ, therefore 
some days are appointed that we micht all come 
together. Not t that day whereon we meet 
is more solemn, but that on whatever day there 
is an assembly a greater joy may arise from the 

bt of one another. 

hatin the early Christian church there were 
converts among Jews, whe retaiaed te- 
naciously their attachment for the Sabbath, with 
their Jewish ideas of its holiness, is matter of 
history. But these were called Judaizers,” 
and w not regarded as consistent or legiti- 
mate Christians. It is, moreover, a curious 
which deserves notice, that even after a super- 
stitious regard 
called Sunday 
Sabbath.“ but was to be celebrated with great 
expressions of joy.“ and fasting was prohibited 
on that aay, with greatest severity.

* Primitive Christianity’’). They were to ob- 


serve.“ say Eusebius. that termed the Lord's 


Day. and to celebrate it as a ſestival—to fatten 
their bodies and enliveu and cherish their souls 
with divine instruction.” 

We have thus fully shown that the first day of 
the week was tirst celebrated as the Lord's Day 
in commemoration of Christ’s resurrection and 
by partaking of the Lord's Supper.. It thus 
passe’ into a day of Christian rejoicing and wor- 
ship, but aowhere in the New tament, or in 
the early history of the church, is there either 
precept or example for transferring to it the 
commands of God relative to the Seventh or 
Sabbath Day. 

We now proceed to prove that no body of 
Christians, not even Dr. Junkin or Brother Hat- 
field, observe Sunday iu the manner commanded 
for the Jewish Sabbath, and that if they contend 
that it ought to be so observed they must admit 
not only that they are Sabbath-breakers, but 
that the good people of Chicago ought to take 
them outside of the city limits and

For it is commanded io Exodus, xxxv., 2, 3: 
“Six days shall work be done, but on the 
seventh day there shall be to zou an holy day, a 
Sabbath of rest tothe Lord; whosoever 
work therein shall be put to death. Ye shall 
kindle no fire throughout your habitations upon 
the Sabbath day.“ ‘ 

As proof that the penalty of death was com- 
manded against all who kindied fires in their

We have made no “argument against the ob- 
servance of the Lord's Day (Sunday)” as a re- 
ligious institution, morally ahd perpetudily 
binding. On the contrary, we hold it to be such 
an institution, but we dave only argued that 
“God's law .reiative to the Jewish Sabbatu 
does hot apply to the Christian Lord's Day< that, 
in so far as the Jewish law made Saturday holier 
than any other day, it was abolished, ana that 
no such huly character was ever bestowed by 
“God's law“ on Sunday. 

We were inauced to make this statement by 
the fact-that, if true, it repelled the serious 
charge of violating God's law. which bad been 
buried at us through the press by one who, from 
his position, would be supposed to be learned in 
the law of which be spoke.

„ John Calvin, probably the most logical 
and certainly the most diswunguisbed of Christian 
theologians, thus employs the same passages 
cited by us, indirectiy indorses our state- 
ment in his tes, Book II., cb, 8: 

* refore the avostle says in another place 
that Sabbath was the shadow of things to 
come; but the body is of Christ’; that 1s the 
real substance of the truth. This is contained 
not in one day, but iu the whole course of our 
life, till being wholly dead to ourselves we be 
filled with the life of God, Christians ought, 
therefore, to depart from all superstitious ob- 
servance of days. Though the Sabbath is ab- 
rogated, yet it is still customary among us to 
assembie on stated gays for — J the Word, 
etc. The Lord’s Day is not observed by us upon 
the princibles of Judaism, because in this re- 
spect the difference between us and the Jews is 
very great. For we velebrate it not with scru- 
pulous rigor, as a ceremony which we conceive 
to be a figure of some spiritual mystery, but 
only use it as a remedy necessary to the pres- 
ervation of order in the church. 


“Thus vanish all dreams of false prophets 
who, in past ages, have affected the people with 
a Jewish notion that nothing but the ceremo- 
nial part of this commandment, which, adccord- 
ing to them, is the appointment of the seventh 
day, bas been abrogated, but that the moral 
part of it—that is, the observance of one day in 
seven—still remains. But this ischanging the day 
in contempt of the Jews, while they retain the 
same opinion of the holiness of a day, for on 
this ee the same mysterious signification 
would still be attributed to particular days, 
which they formerly obtained among the Jews. 
And indeed we see that advantages have arisen 
from such a sentiment, for those whoadhere to 
it far exceed the Jews iu a gross, casual, and su- 
perstitious observance of the Sabbath. So that the 
reproofs which we find in Isaiah are equally ap- 
plicable to them in the present age, as to those 
whom the prophet reproved in, his time. But 
the general to be remembered ‘is the general 
doctrine that, lest — decay or languish 
among us, sacred assemblies ought diligently to 
be held, and that we ought to use those external 
means which. are adapted to support the wor- 
ship of God.” 

It will be observed that Calvin has denied that 
the Jewish commands attach to the day, has de- 
nied its superior — has denounced the 
opposit idea as an u ptural superstition, and 
has rested the observance of Sunday, not as a 
Jewish Sabbath, but asa Christian Lord's Day, 


on its practical necessity to the prosperity of the 


church, and its fitness as a means to sustain di- 
vine worsbip. 

But, not to confine ourselves to one school o: 

logy, we quote also the authority of the 
Rt.-Rev. Jeremy Taylor, of the Church of Eu- 
giand, a theologian whose great piety and pro- 
found learning give bim a leading position in 
his own church, and currency among all Chris- 
tian denominations. He says (** Works.“ Vol. 2, 
p. 430), Writing on the subject of the fourth com- 
wandment: 

„% The holy Jesus, having frequent occasion to 
speak of Sabbath, forever expr His 
own dominion over the day, and that He had 
dissoived the bonds of Moses in this instance; 
that now we were no more obliged to that law 
which the Jews religiously observed by pre- 
script of the law, and by divers acts against 
the then received —— did desecrate the 
day, mak en yoke, and the first great 
instance of Christian liberty. And when the apos- 
tle gave instructmous that no mau should judge 
bis brother in a holy day, or new moons, or the 
Sabbath days, he declared all the

the sponge which Jesus tasted on the cross; 
wen withia the manuscript of ordinances, and 
there it was cancelled; and there was nothing 
moral in it but that we do honor to God for the 
creation, and to that and all other purposes of 
religion separate and haliow some portion of 
our time.

Objection baying been made in certain irre- 
sponsible and anonymoes communications to 
the authority of Calvin, Jeremy Taylor, Barclay, 
and the Encyclopedia Brittanica upon the ques- 
tion whether God's law, as contained in the 
fourth commandment, requires us to observe 
the tirst day of the week, or whether Christians 
observe that day of their own free accord and 
appointment in commemoration of Christ's res- 
urrection, we submit tus following additional 
authorities: 

The great Neander, author of the most pro- 
found and exhaustive history of the Christian 
Church yet produced, says on this point: 

“The celebration of Sunday, like every testi- 
val, was a buman institution. Far was it from 
the aposties to treat it as a divine command; far 
from them and the first Apostolic church to 
transfer the laws of the Sabbath to Sunday.“ 

Smith’s “ Dictionary of the Bible,“ the most 
recent and thorough orthodox compendium of 
Christian learning extant, publish under the 
auspices, mainly, of the leading theologians of 
the Church of Engiand and of the most emi- 
nent Presbyverian diviues of Great Britain and 
America, a work outranking any other as an 
authority on matters of biblical learning, says: 

“The Lord's Day. Wust do we gather from 
Holy Scripture concerning that institution? 
. » + Seripture says very little concerning it. 
But the little seems to indicate that the divinely- 
inspired apostles by their practice and their pre- 
cepts marked the first.day of the week as a day 
for meeting together to break bread, for com- 
municating and receiving instruction, for lay- 
ing up offerings in store for charitable pur- 
poses, for occupation in holy thought and 
prayer. The first day of the week so devoted 
seems to have been the day of the Lord's resur- 
rection, and therefore to have been specially 
likely to have been chosen for such purposes b 
those who preached Jesus and the resurrection.’

worship, the theologians, whose books adorn 
their shelves, but not their sermons, are only 
too happy if they can show that inspired apos- 
tles marked out and chose the, day as a day of 
Christian worship.

atany rate an extrao ry coincidence that 
almost immediately we e from Scripture 
we tind the day mentioned in a similar manner, 
and directly associated with the Lord's resur- 
rection; that it is an extraordinary fact that we

or argued about, but aegepted as something 
equally apostolic with cemfirmation or infant 
baptism, with ordination,or at least spoken of 
in the same way. And as todirect support rrom 
Holy Scripture, it is noticeable that those 
other ordinances which are usually considered 
scriptural, and in supportof which Scripture is 
usuaily cited are dependent, so far as mere quo- 
tations are concerned, upon fewer texts than 
‘the Lord's day is. @iating.the case at the very 
lowest, the Lord's day bas at least * probabie 
insinuations in Scripture,” and so is superior to 
any po Ane 4 whether of hebdomedal celebra- 
tion as Friday, in memory of the crucifixion, or 
of annual celebration, as Baster- Day, in memory 
of the resurrection itself.

bow little is said of baptism and the Lord's Sup- 
per. and how vast a difference is naturally to be 
expected to exist between asketch of the man- 
ners and habits of their Age, which the authors 
of the Holy Scriptures did. not write, and hints 
as to life and conduct, and regulation of known 
practices, which they did write.“ 

After tracing the evidence that Sunday was 
observed by the Christian Fathers as a festival 
and day for breaking bread in commemoration 
of Christ's resurrection, it says: 

“ The result of our examination of the prin- 
cipal writers of the two centuries after the 
death of St. John are as follows: The Lord’s 
day (a name which has now come out more 
prominently and is connected more explicitly 
with our Lord's resurrection than before), ex- 
isted during these two centuries as a part and 
parcel of apostolical and so of ‘Script- 
ural Christianity. It was never de 
fended, for it was never impugned, 
or at least only impugned, as other things re- 
geived from tne aposties were. It was never 
confounded with the Sabbath, but carefully dis- 
tinguished from it (though we have not quoted 
nearly all the passages by which this point might 
be proved). Itwas not an institution of severe 
Sabbatical character, but a day of joy and chéer- 
fulness, ratber encouraging than forbidding re- 
laxation. Religiousiy regarded, it was a day of 
solemn meeting for the holy eucharist, for 
united prayer, for instruction, for alms- 
giving, ook though being an _  instith- 
tution under the law of liberty, work does not 
appear to have been formally interdi or rest 
formally enjoined. Tertullian seems fd indicate 
that the character of the day was opposed to 
worldly business. Finally. whatevér analogy 
may be supposed to exist between the Lord's 
day and the Sabbath, in uo passage that has 
come down to us is the fourth commandment ap- 
pealed to as the ground of the obligation to ob- 
serve the Lord's day. Ecclesiastical writers re- 
iterate again and again, in the strictest sense of 
the word, Let no man, therefore, judge you in 
respect of an holiday, or of the new moon, or of 
the Sabbath day. Nor, again,is it referred to 
any sabbatical foundativa anterior to the pro- 
mulgatvion of the Mosaic economy. Ou the con- 
trary, those before the Mosaic era are constant- 
ly assumed to have bad neither knowledge nor 
observance of the Sabbath. nd as little is it 
asserted anywhere that the s day is a mere 
ecciesiastical institution, dependent on the past- 
apostolic chureh for ite origin, and by conse- 
quence capable of being done away should a 
time ever arrive when it appeurs to be no longer 
needed.

True, the name of 
Sabbath was used to denote the seventh, as that 
of the Lord’s day, to denote the first day of the 
week, which latter is now here habitually called

But it was surely impossible to observe the 
Lord's day, as was done by Christians after Con- 
Stantine, and to read the fourth commandment 
without connecting the two; and,seeing that such 
was to be the practice of the developed church, 
we can voderstand how the silence of the New 
Testament Episties, and even the strong words 
of St. Paul (Col., I., 16, 17) do not impair the 
human and universal scope of the fourth com- 
mandment,exhibited so strongly ip the very nat- 
ure of the jaw, and in the teaching’ respecting 
ag! Him who came not to destroy but to ful- 


It will thus be seen that, according to the 
unanimous voice of Christian scnolarship, our 
Uhristian Lord's day is a voluntary Cbristian 
festival, having no origin in or connection with 
the Jewish Sabbath or resemblance thereto, ex- 
cept that it serves the same beneficial purpose; 
and that Dr. Junkiu’s statement that it is estab- 
lished by the “law ot God in the log 
wholly unsupported by authorities and facts, as 
the ucarest approximation to au establishment 
of it were the apostolic usage and the ediet ot 
Constantine, which latter placed it on a footung 
analagous to that of the Jewish sabbath. 

But if Dr. Junkiu or any other clergyman or 
Jayman is able to disprove the voice of all Chris- 
tian theologians let nim do so by informm us 
forthwith in what verse and chapter of what 
book in the Oid or New Testament God com- 
mands us to “remember the first day of the 
week, commonly called sunday, and keep it 
boly; in ft thou shall do no work,” ete. Let Him 

int out when and where Christ said: “It hath 

u commended, remember the seventh day 
and keep it holy; but I say unto you, remember 
the Urst day instead.” If this be a law 
of God the occasion on which God 
uttered it cun be involved in no security. 
Nor willany emount of argument in favor of the 
wisdom, or necessity of, and even divine au- 
thority for keeping one day in seven prove that 
Sunday is the day in question, for vn such oc- 
casions any day would answer. There is a fur- 
ther reason the Jewish Sabbath was com- 
manded by God's law, while ours is left free to 
Christian liberty. All law is imperative without 
a penalty. The Jewish Sabbath was vomman 
to a people living under a theociAcy which en- 
forced a penalty for disobedie But 
Christian kingdom rules not by penalties and 
punishments, but the judgment and affections 
only, and hence it did not enact as law a Sab- 
bath it couid not enforce.

It will follow that we may safeiy imitate 
those examples which the aposties and primitive 
Ceuristians have left us. And whatever obliga- 
tions the Jews mirhbt be under to the observance 
of the Saturday—Sabbath—they do not bind 
Christians, because these obligations were na- 
tional, not general, and were commemorative 
in some degree of Israclitish events in which 
others dave uo interest. 

Mr. Pilisbury said be did not know where to 
look for higher authority. Nothing is known or 
can be known positively just when, where, how, 
nor by whom the day was changed; and second- 
ly, that whatever might have been the law of 
the Sabbath to the Jews, it had no binding force. 
whatever on anybody else then nor at any timo 
beforé nor afterward. After all, Dr. Robinson 
conciudes the change of the day is only to be 
gathered from the practice of the churches, 
the Scriptures being whoily silent upon the sub- 
ject. And this is ali that can be known about it. 

ln Calvin's Institutes, Book 2, Chap. 8, the 
subject is treated at great length. Calvin says: 

The fathers frequently call the command tor 
the Sabbath a Shadowy commandment, because 
it contained the externai observance of the day 
which was abolished with the rest of the figures 
at the advent of Christ... . 

“Though the Sabbath be abrogated, yet it is 
customary among us to assembie on stated days 
for hearing the Word, breaking the mystic 
bread and for prayer, and to allow servants and 
laborers a remission from work. 

“The same day which put an end to the 
shadows admonisbes Christians not to adhere to 
a shadowy ceremony. 

Christians, therefore, should have nothing 
to do with a superstitious observance of days. 

Paul expresses a fear lest his labors among 
the Galatians should prove in vain, because 
they still observed days. And he writes the 
Romans that it is superstitious to make one day 
differ from another.” | 

Calvin’s whole argumentis a perfect chain- 
cable of vigor in reasoning and power of logic 
against any Sabbath- Day. 

Martin Luther, as quoted by Coleridge, direct- 
ed: Keep the day holy for its use’s sake, both 
to body and soul. But if anywhere the day is 
made holy for the mere day’s suke, if any set up 
its observances on a Jewish foundation, then [ 
order you to work on it, to dance on it, to do 
anything that shall reprove this encroachment 
on the Christian spirit and liberty.” 

The sentiment of not only Luther and Calvin, 
but of all the leaders of the Reformation, may 
also be seen in the Augsburg Confession of 
Faith, framed by Melancthon, and presented to 
the Emperor Charies V., at the assembly of 
Augsburg in 1530. 

“They that think that the observation of the 
Lora’s Day was appointed by the authority of 
the church instead of the Sabbath, as necessary, 
are yreatly deceived. — 8 
ee Scripture requireth that the observation 
of it should be more free; for it teaches that the 
Mosaical ceremonies are not needful after the 
Gospel is revealed. And yet because it was re- 
quired to appoint a certain day that the people

it seemeth that the church did, for that 222 
appoint the Lord's Day, which day for this

importance. The Comte Savorgnan de Brazza 
is an Italian, the son of a numerous and not 
over well-to-do Roman family. Coming to 
France some time before the breaking out of 
the war with Germany, he took service under 
the tricolor. At the present time he holds a 
commission in the French navy. He was 
dispatched to Africa in 1880 by the Interna- 
tional African Association, receiving from 
that society the sum of 100,000 franes for the 
expenses of his expedition. Of this sum, 
50,000. came from the French branch of the 
association, 40,000 from the Secretary-General 
at Brussels. and 10,000 was given as a subsidy 
by the French Ministry of Public Instruc- 
tion, ae which De Brazza was to corre- 
spon 


The purposes of the International African 
Association are scientific and benevolent. 
The President of the association, Leopold, 
King of the Belgians, is actuated in his en- 
deavors to open up the Dark Continent to 
civilization by the honor abjedesire of link 
ing his name with an enterprise so fraught 
with good to a vast section of the human 
22 now living in barbarism. The associ- 
ation has neither a political nor a mercenary 
motive. It has been misrepresented and be-

it. The augment of heat necessary to lift 
this gigantic yof water out of the ocean 
into clouds—an augment occurring hard 
upon the mild climate of the late tertiary 
age—must have been the outeome of some 
terrible cataclysm. To solve the problem 
then, we must look behind the ice 
find some cause for a sudden and prodigious 
increase of heat. Finding this, we shall dis- 
cover the cause of the drift deposits as well 
as of the ice. 

This causa must meet five conditions: 
| Power to haveincreased the heat of the 
planet so much as to vaporize the seas: 
power coming from above to have smashed 
and mauled the gigantic rocks and scattered 
them hundreds of miles; power which cov- 
ered the earth with incalculable masses of 
clay and gravel utterly lacking in fossils: 
power.to produce cyclones and convulsions 
on an unparalleled scale; power from with- 
out to cleave open the earth’s crust like an 
———s wrin it with huge rents and 


A COMET, SAYS OUR AUTHOR; WOULD AN- 
SWER TO ALL THESE CONDITIONS 


In the collision of one of these monstrous 
vagabonds of the interstellar spaces with the 
earth, shattering one side of the planet as a 
boat is crushed by the flukes of a whale, he 
finds the origin of the amazing phenomena 
cited above, 

What then is a comet aecording to the 
latest scientific researches? The spectro- 
scope has pretty well solved the query. It 
consists, first, of a more or less solid nucleus 
on fire, blazing and glowing; second, of vast 
masses of incandescent gus, constituting the 
luminous head; third, solid materials, con- 
stituting the tail, which are nderable, 
which reflect the sun’s light and are carried 
along by the influence of the nucleus: 
fourth, an immense prolongation of the tai 
in the nature of attenuated volumes of gas. 
The solid materiais of a comet, it is believed, 
consist of stones and sand, particles ground 
by ceaseless attrition. The proof of this 
is the concession of most astronomers 
that meteoric showers are shreds and 
— 12 of cometic matter, dropped 

rom the tail, and these meteors are stones. 
The genesis of comets our author finds in the 
explosion of planetary bodies, a theory not 
without good scientific authority. Now what 
would be the result if, for example, the earth 
should explode. The answer is given in the 
words of the author: 

The great molten ball within remains in- 
‘tact, though sorely torn; in its centre is still 
the force we call vity; the fragments of 
the crust cannot f off into space; they are 
constrained to follow the master-power 
lodged in the ball, which now becomes the 
nucleus of a comet, still blazing and burning, 
and vomiting nies, and wearing. itself 
away. The catastrophe has disarranged its 
course, but it still revolves in a prolonged 
orbit around the sun, carrying its broken dé- 
bris in a long trail behind it. | 

“This débris arranges itself in a regular 
order—the largest ginents are on or near- 
est h aller are farther away, 
diminishing in ‘Tegular gradation, until the 
farthest extremity, the tail, consists of ‘sand, 
dust, and gases. There is a continual move- 
ment of the particles of the tail, operated 
upon by the attraction and repulsion of the 
sun. he fragments collide and crash 
against each other; by a natural law each 
stone places itself so its longest diam- 
eter coincides with the direction of the mo- 
tion of the comet: hence, as they scrape 
against each other they mark each other with 
lines or strie, lengthwise of their longest 
diameter. Thefine dust ground out by these 
perpetual collisions does not go off into 
space or pack around the stones, but, still 
governed by the attraction of the head, it 
falls to the rear and takes its place, like the 
small men of a regiment, in the farther part 


of the tail.’ 

Now clay is disintegrated feldspar or gran- 
it, and if shattered — possessed no 
sedimentary rock then the entire material of 
the comet would consist of gigantic stones or 
dust such as constitute clay and make up 
all the lower portions of the drift deposit on 
our globe where it has remained unchanged 
by subsequent terrestrial action. No such 
eee are now being formed under glaciers 
or Arctic ice-sheets, and all the earth sup 
ples of gravel are inadequate to account for 
the gravel of the “drift,” for neither sea- 
beach nor river produce stones like them. 
Bat they are just such clays as would be 
formed out of the substance of a comet by 
endiess change of position in its particles as 
it pursues its inediculable journeys. 

COULD A COMET STRIKE THE EARTH ? 


The answer is yes, beyond aquestion. Arago 
L estimates that there are 17,000,000 of these 
fiery wanderers within che orbit of N eptune, 
— Lambert regards 500,000,000 as a moder- 
ate estimate for those in the solar system. 
All the astronomers agree they are 
scattered through space as profusely as the 
fish in the seas. They area sort of celestial 
immigrants whom no anti-Chinese legislation 
can keep away. ‘The orbit of the earth is 
overwhelmed in a fine network of cometary 
orbits, and our globe is like a lost child in a 
torest full of wild beasts. In the language 
of our author, “ It isa game of celestial ten- 
pins, with the solar system for a bowling 
alley and the earth walting for a ten-strike.”’ 
In the 1779 Lexell’s comet approached

The heat increases. The rivers, the lakes, 
the ocean itself evaporate. And poor hu- 
manity! Burned, bruised, wild, crazed, 
stumbling, blown about like feathers in the 
hurricanes, smitten by mighty rocks, they 
perish by million; a few only reach the 
shelter of the caverns; and thence, glaring 
backward, look out over the ruins of a de- 
stroyed world. And not humanity alone 
has fled to these hiding-places: ‘The terrified 
denizens of the forest, the domestic animals 
of the fields, with the instinct which in great 
tempests has driven them into the houses of 
men, follow the refugees into the caverns. 
We shall see all this depicted in the legends.” 
As the heat slowly subsides tremendous 
electrical activity begins. ‘The heaven holds 
incalculable masses of moisture, shutting vut 
the sun, Condensation commences, and cold 
comes, Thunder, lightning, and rain-storms 
fillthe sky and air. The overloaded atmos- 
phere discharges itself. It grows colder and 
colder. Pouring rain turns into snow on all 
the hills and upland countries, Gigantic 
snowbeds are formed, which solidify into 
ice. Glaciers gradually intrude into the val- 
leys and advance mile by mile, till only the 
varieties of plants and animals, even in the 
regions uncovered by the drift, fit to live in 
Arctic régions survive, and the remnants of 
mankind wander over the tace of the deso- 
lated world, living on the bark of trees, the 
bodies of animals which have perished, and 
even on each other. At last the limits of the 
ice advance are reached, and an 
amelioration of the climate. begins. 
The light increases more and more. The 
piled- up snow and ice begins to melt. There 
are tremendous floods. The low-lying parts 
of continents are covered wi water. 
Brooks become rivers: rivers become floods; 
the drift débris is cut into by the waters, re- 
arranged, piled up in what is called the strat- 
ified, secondary, or champlain drift. Enor- 
mous river valleys are cut out of the sand 
and gravel. The seeds of trees, grasses, and 
other plants catch the increased warmth and 
put forth leaves and buds. The sad earth 
once more begins to wear a mantle of green. 
The sun has now come back. The scattered 
and heart-broken human race comes together 
out of the caves, where it has herded with 
the animals, or from its precarious wander- 
ings over ice-floe and glacier. Fires are built, 
and the sun is worshiped as the god 
of salvation and light. Thence begins the 
new life of the human race. Mr. Donnelly 
very ingeniously rearranges the account of 
the creation in Genesis, which has long 
been recognized a mosaic of two disjointed 
narratives, and finds ample support for his 
theory in the new light tlius shed on the 
Biblical story, but over this we have no time 
to linger. From the legends of all nations 
he gathers corroborative proof of the differ- 
ent s s of the catastrophe, and presents a 
consensus of arguments which, if not convin- 
cing, issingularly suggestive and plausible. 
Let us make a résumé of the stages of his 
logic. The latter part of the tertiary period 
was a time of mild and delicious climate 
from the equator to the poles, favorable to 
the highest development of animal ‘and 
vegetable life. Then came the cometary 
catastrophe, which covered one-half 
of the globe with drift“ deposit. 
The men and animals surviving were 
driven to caves for shelter. The tremen- 
dous heat which had evaporated the seas 
after awhile lessened, and descended in rains. 
Rain became snow, and the increas loss of 
heat eventuated in the glacial period. At 
last the wheel of physical change madé an- 
other turn. The sun, released from its dense 
mantle of cloud, warmed the air and earth, 
and finally the glacial period passed away,

for the habitation of man. 

That man lived long prior to the drift and 
had attained a progress considerably in ad- 
vance of the savage state isa fact generally 
acknowledged by the most competent geolo- 

ists and students of the remains of afchaic 

ife. Our author devotes considerable space 
to the presentation of the proofs, but over 
this we need not dwell. Let us eome at 
once to a discussion of the primitive legends 
and myths of the race which are most skill- 
fully marshaled by Mr. Donnelly to substan- 
tiate his hypothesis. 

There can be no question that myths are 
simply the recollection of remote ph ysical or 
historical facts, which have finally erystal- 
lized into an allegorical or ideal form. The 
primitive forces of nature become personi- 
tied, and their interaction is transformed un- 
der conditions of will, mone and passion. 
Modern scholarship has sh a searching 
light on these fossils of the human mind, and 
through them found a clew whereby to effect 
a revolution in our knowledge of the status 
of pre-historic man. In this rich mine Mr. 
Donnelly delves successfully to illustrate and 
stren n his startling theories. A uni- 
versal myth points to two conclusions, that it 
is based on a fact, and that the fact dates 
back to a time when the ancestors of the 
races possessing it had not yet separated. It 
isin such a myth, substantially the same 
under its various forms, that the cometary 
convulsion is supposed to find irresistible 
evidenee. Beginning with the Hindoo My- 
thology we find a remarkable legend of the 
rapid advance of some dreadful conquest of 
space and its tremendous fall on the earth: 

“ By the power of God there issued from 
the essence of Brahma a being shaped lke a 
boar, white and exceeding small; this being, 
in the space of an hour, grew to the size of an 
elephant of the largest size, and remained in 
the air. Brahma was astonished on behold- 
ing this figure, and discovered, by the force of 
internal penetration, that it could be noth: 
but the power of the Omnipotent which ha 
assumed a body and become Visible. He now 
felt that God isall in all, and allisfrom Him, 
and all in Him; and said to Mareechee and 
his sons (the attendant genil): ‘A wonder- 
ful animal has emanated from my essence; 
at first of the smallest size, it has in one hour 
increased to this enormous bulk, and, without 
doubt, it is a portion of the Almi hty Power.’

Finally, the gods were 
slain and a great conflagration swept over 
the earth, and only two human beings, a man 
and a woman, escaped by hiding in a deep 
eavern. The two monsters of the Norse 
— Feuris Wolf aud Midgard Serpent, 
who advanced through the skies to do bat- 
tle with the protectors of man and then de- 
stroy the world, are depicted in such a fash- 
ion as very well to justify supposition 
that they might have been the transformed 
remembrances of mighty comets; and that 
there was a tradition of atime when a large 
portion of the world and ‘the dwellers on it 
suffered catastrophe from such a cause. We 
can only present the outlines of these myths 
as adduced by the author and applied in de- 
tail to his purpose ina vague form. It is im- 
possible to do more than to mention briefly 
the method pursued by Mr. Donnelly in 
dovetailing the logic of myth to that of science. 
He devotes more than 200 pages of his work 
to an analysis of the most ancient legends of 
mankind of all races, from Egypt to the 
Sandwich Islands, from Norway to Pata-

gonia, and certainly makes a strong if not a 


triumphant statement of his position. In 
some of the myths the catastrophe is only 
one of a great conflagration, but in most there 
are enough of the other salient facts of dark- 
ness, tempest, floods of rain, ice, and snow to 
represent adequately the principal features 
of the ition sought to be settled by Mr. 
Donnelly on a scientific basis. 

In conclusion, our author asserts the con- 
viction that our globe has suffered collision 
with comets many tim and many of 
the minor cataclysms of earth are due to 
such causes. In 1871 tremendous _ fires oc- 
curred in Wisconsin and Michigan almost 
simultaneously. At the same time the great 
City of Chicago was nearly swept out of ex- 
istence by one of the greatest conflagrations 
in the history of civilized man. Mr. Don- 
nelly believes that all these destructive fires 
were the result of spontaneous combustion, 
and that the condition of the atmosphere, 
which made this possible, was affected by 

access of gas from the tale ot Biela’s 
comet. We would linger longer over this in- 
teresting and suggestive if somewhat paro- 
doxical book, but space forbids. However 
we may discredit the author's conclusions, it 
is impossible to ‘withhold respect for the in- 
genious logic and industrious scholarship 
which mark its pages.

The present writer, who has lived in both 
America and England, has never known 
such slavery to business and such unwise 
methods of business in any partof America 
as characterize trade in all these English 
towns. Moreover, there is unspeakably 
more joy and gladness, more play and 
give of life and manner, among the 
American: tradespeople than among the 
English. The “nervous excitement’’ 
which Mr. Matthew Arnold pleads 
for in his- Liverpool address is just the safety- 
valve the Americans most fortunately have: 
and it is the play and joy of life in America 
that lifts business and trade out of som - 
bre and dreary atmosphere which tnavelops 
trade and business in England. 

It is not reported that Mr. Herbert Spencer 
accounted for the early gray hairs of our 
American cousins * any other ground 
than that of overwork; whereas one would 
have supposed that so observing a philosopher 
as Mr. Herbert Spencer would have enumer- 
ated at least two other factors in this count. 


The more favorable climate of the New En- 


gland States has much to do in the longevity 
of that more favored group of States; yet 
here is to be found the most unremitting 
business drudgery, whereas in the Southern 


States there is to be found a. business lassi- 
tude and discontinuity very like that of some 
rovinces of Spain. All the same, people 
n gray in the Southern States early in 
years by reason of this powerful factor of 
climate. ‘ 

It ought.also to be taken into the count 

the business methods of America. are 
yet somewhat tentative, and are rapidly 
adapting themselves to the varied and dis- 
similar industries of the different sections of 
a vast continent. and indeed one may say, to 
the temperaments of the different nation- 
alities. The German of Chicago or the 
Scandinavian of Milwaukee is very like the 
German of Leipsic or the Scandinavian of 
Christiania. 

Certainly life is prosaic enough in Amer- 
iea, and Mr. Herbert Spencer will prove a 
boon with his Gospel of Relaxation if only 
his gospel is heeded. Still, Mr. Herbert 
Spencer took a very long journey to inaugu- 
rate a‘ propaganda much more needed at 
home, and very much less likely to be heeded 
at home. 

MR. MATTHEW ARNOLD’S GOSPEL OF Lo- 
CIDITY. 


Mr. Matthew Arnold is not a sensational- 

ist, although some people whisper about that 
heisasnob. Were Mr. Matthew Arnold not 
a scholar and a poet—indeed, were he not a 
profoundly serious and staid-minded philan- 
thropist (by pen and voice)—he really would 
be open to this charge of sensationdism. 
The Liverpool address, published in the cur- 
rent number of the Nineteenth Century, has 
nothing whatever new or urgent in it. Still, 
whilst the address is neither new nor urgent, 
it has hit upon a. phrase which has 
a “catch” in it; and let us hope 
this catch-phrase may get the ear of 
the public, as it has got the 
ear of the paragraphist. Accord to Mr. 
Matthew Arnold’s negative definition, * lu- 
cidity”’ to the English masses is both new 
and urgent.. Here is the exact social truth: 
The higher classes of Engliand—the upper 
ten-thousand—live the purest and sweetest 
life known to this Earth. The lower classes 
live the most unlueid“ and dismal; and 
the lowest the most brutal and hopeless one 
would fancy known to the modern history of 
man. — 

Wnat with London in the season; the 
country-homes, their hunting, — guests; 
the shooting-box in Scotland; witzerland 
for July, Brighton for October, the 
South of France for the spring, the upper- 
class Englishman manages to get his full 
share of “lucidity”’ into life. He troubles 
himself precious little about concerns other 
than his own, and cares no more about poli- 
tics and “rules of procedure” than the 
average New York gegtleman cares about 
National politics. No man on the Earth 
lives for self-enjoyment more than the ay- 
erage English gentieman, and no man 
so universally succeeds iu reaching 
the goal of his desire. He may 
seem a little wooden to the “ bar- 
barian” world, and he. is rigid in his 
knee-joints, and his neck may be jerky rather 
than yielding when he essays to be gracious. 
Still, all the same, so far as he individually is 
concerned, he has intercepted the sun’s rays, 
and has gathered into his life his full share 
of * lucidity.” 

Would one could truthfully say the lower 
classes knew the thought or feeling of 
*“ lucidity.”” Not they. Brightness, light— 
French felicity, French facility—Heavyen 
save the mark! Come over to London and 
Liverpool come Birmingham and Brad- 
ford—conie into the homes of the operatives, 
and just feel the chill of want and hunger, 
and take for your text “lucidity.” Your 
gospel is out of season. Youare ip the 
wrong place.. Get down to hard pan here— 
bread, and meat, and warm clothes—and then 
go on toward “lucidity.” Satisfy the 
stomach, and then preach ™“ lucidity” to the 
soul! 

lf Mr. Matthew Arnold mean’t any definit 
gospel, and was not tryi the feats of the 
sensationalist, pray why did he not 
tell us who among his  fellow-coun- 
trymen were in ‘so dire need of lu- 
cidity ?’ The upper classes are “ lucid ” 
enough to get out of life as much self-gtatifi- 
cation as is good for them ‘and society at 
large. The lower classes want bread, and 
meat. and warm clothes. At present the dis- 
tance between these and any real need of 
** lucidity “ is so preposterously immeasur- 
able that to contemplate it were to make one 
dizzy. Still, here the need is among the few 
whom Mr. Matthew Arnold meets in the 
London drawing-room in the season. I say 
few, compared to the vast highest and low- 
est sections of society who do not neetl 
** lucidity.”” The rich manutacturer or mer- 
chant who comes up to London and enter- 
tains Mr. Matthew Arnold at dinner, who 
has a great house and numerous lackies, 
needs “ jucidity.” He is valgar. Why did 
not Mr. Matthew Arnold tell us that the 

reat and urgent need of the newly-rich 

orkshite or Lancashire manufacturer, who 
has taken a house in London for the season, 
or made a home permanently there, is 
“lucidity”? It was folly to talk of “ tucid- 
ity” for Prince of Wales at the 
one end of the social scale, or for 
Hodge, the farm-hand, at the other. 
But Mr. Matthew Arnold, all the same, is not 
a sensationalist, albeit Mr. Mattock has vor- 
trayed him asa svob. Neither is he this. 
Mr. Matthew Arnoid is a serious and staid- 
minded philanthropist, as well as scholar 
and poet. But, being scholar and poet, he 
often misses the mark in his philanthropy. 
Here w our ¢atch-phrase: “ lucidity.” But 
what are we to do with it.

The production of Victor Hugo’s magnif- 
cent Le Roi S’Amuse,” at the Théatre Fran- 
cais, on the 22d uit., although attended by cir- 
cumstances of unprecedented pomp and state, 
did not by any means prove the success antiei- 
pated. Never, perhaps, in the history of the 
Freucd stage did the presentation of a play call 
forth so many distinguished representatives of 
art, society, journalism, and official and high 
life; and the aged poct, conspicuous in a private 
box, received an ovation.

with a play from the Laureate's pen. The re- 
hearanis bad been oareful, the scenery was 
beautiful, the music was good, the very program 
was novel and artistic: money ana taste were 
freely expended, and the 9 result was 
ridicule. The pubiic flocked to the theatre witb 
eager anticipations, and sat through the first 
scene with minds predisposed to reverential en- 
joyment; they left it with jeers aud laughter.

The soft, short-tufted, and lustrous 
black Astrachan lambskin has for years 
been the national coat in Hun „It is a link 
between fur and wool, The Persian lamb- 
skins are known by their tight littie curls, 
made so by tying 
very tight wrapper, which has the effect of 
compressing the soft young curis as perfect- 
ly as eurl-papers, and it never loses the 
glossy wave. The Krimmer is Known by 
ite gray shadings and curly fleece. These 
furs are shown in the shape of capes, collars, 
pelerines, chasubles, sacques, and muffs, 
and trimmings for cloth and fur. 

One of the latest fashions in fur is the 
chasuble—a square collar that reachés near- 
ly to the waist behind.

The Illinois Club Exhibition. 

The great event of the week among artists 
and art-lovers was the exhibition and recep- 
tion given by the Illinois Club last Tuesday 
evening. A great deal of credit is due to the 
gentlemen who so ably conducted all the ar- 
rangements. Only one mistake seems to 
have been made, and that was in not giving 
the public to understand that the pictures 
were for sale to any one who wished to pur- 
chase them. An idea seemed to prevail that 
they were painted exclusively for the club’s 
first choice, and that perhaps it might con- 
clude to take them all. A good many pictures 
were sold, however, at the artists’ prices, 
aud among them two by L. C. Earle—the 
large oil called “Disputed Property,” at 
$600, and the very fine water-color, “Old 


Door at Rothenberg.“ for $250. The sum of 
$100 was paid for another water-color, a ver 
brilliant effect of light on the water, by Ed- 
mund D. Lewis. Still another, an Oriental 
street scene, by P. Pascal, brought $100. 
Miss Koupal’s “Sheep-Shearing,” a study 
from nature, was purchased by the associa- 
tion. A black-and-white sketch, “On the 
Hillside,” was also sold, and many more 
pictures will doubtless be taken by those 
who appreciate the excellent character of the 
work shown. 

Mention was made in Tae Trisune of 
Wednesday last of several of the principal 
pictures, and where all were good it is 
difficult to. particularize. The water colors 
were all singularly above the average, 
“ Spring-Ecouen, France,” by William J. 
Pattison, a newcomer here, whose name is 
well known at the East and abroad, showed 
a flock of sheep on a grassy hillside, under 
blossoming apple-trees, and was an excellent 
ptece of work. The head of a donkey by the 
same artist was a very vigorous realistic 
study from life, projected upon & canvas, 
whose quaint frame was lettered with a 
motto from the “Midsummer Night’s 
Dream.“ It is safe to say that this artist will 
be a desirable acquisition to Chicago. 

A small water-color by Mr. Ell n, The 
Old House at Moreland,” of a soft greenish- 
gray tone, was excellent in handling.

Bicknell Etchings and Art Files. 

Mr. Haskins frequently finds himself 
brought into contact with people who are 
desirous of obtaining something rather 
choice and valuable in the way of pictures, 
etchings, and general artistic bric-a-brac, 
and who prefer to rely upon his judgment 
for their selection. Itis in answer to this 
demand that he has given up two of his 
rooms in Centra! Music-Hall for the display 
of some new and interesting things not to be 
found elsewhere in this city. There is quite 
a collection of black-and-white landscapes, 
done after what is known as the “ Bicknell ” 
process, which somewhat resembles etching, 
and is very similar to the monotypes intro- 
duced here by Mr. Frank R. Green, to the ad- 
miration and despair of most of the artists 
who do not quite understand the modus 
operandi, and. are therefore not en- 
tirely successful in their efforts. 
With the excepuon that Mr. Green paints his 
picture on glass and prints it on steel-plate 
paper of a heavy quality, using a paint of 
his own invention, by means of which he is 
enabled to obtain three distinct impressions, 
his method is almost identical with that of 
the Bicknell process, which is tnus described 
7 * November number of the Maguzine of 


Ale paints his picture, not on a canvas or 
board, but on a zine plate, with prepared ink 
or oil-color, generally sepia. The richer and 
deeper the tone required the creates the 
quantity of ink or color laid on. igh lights 
are left blank or wiped cleau with a piece of 
rag. Sharp contrasts of light and shade are 
obtained by removing the color-with a point; 
broad masses of tone, as in skies, are laid in 
with a few swift sweeps of a large 
brush, and delicate distances, quiet 
mists, atmospheres of storm, and sundowu 
are wrought with thin color applied with the 
thumb or finger and the ever-useful rag. The 

icture being finished, the zinc plate is placed 

n an ordinary press and an impression taken 
on the finest india paper, only a slight press- 
ure being necessary.“ 

The result is eminently satisfactory, and 

e landscapes, mostiy woodland scenes, 
combine the best characteristics of several 
methods—“ the spontaneous suggestivehess 
of etching, the breadth and delicacy of water- 
color, the strength of oils, the mystery and 
softness of mezzotint.”” At any rate they are 
lovely creations, and as only one impression 
can be taken of the same picture they are 
not likely to become very commonplace. 

Other artistic novelties are a fine collection 
of art tiles and what are termed “ plastic 
sketches,” from the establishment of the 
Messrs. Low, of Chelsea, Mass. While 
these tiles have been in use here for some 
time for architectural purposes, they have 
not heretofore been mounted and sold as 
decorations. Now, however, the most per- 
fect ones are selec and = set, 
as are the plastic sketches, in frames of silk 
plush, matching in tone that of the picture, 
The tiles, although very good in design and 
glazing, are not hand-made but molded, and 
were never intended for wall deco al- 
though the best oj them can scarcely be told 
from the sketches, which are all modeled by 
hand, are limited in number, and 
exquisit pictures in clay imaginable. They 
are all in high or low relief, and among so 
many different designs it is difficult to choose. 
One of the best pieces, perhaps, is called 

Escaping the Simoon,” full of action and 
spirit. A Street in Normandy” is very ef- 
fective, while considerable humor is shown 
in naming a procession of cows coming down 
& path from the woods “The Milky Way.“ 
Another subject, which is possipiy intended 
for the dining-room, shows a trough from 
which a dozen fat pigs are greedily feeding. 
These are absurdities,however, too trifling for 
this marvellousprocess. The delicate gradation 
of color, the brilliant glaze, overlying a mel- 
Jow, molten depth, is far more applicable to 
pens landscapes and delicately-exeecuted 
Leads, linparting to them a mysterlous grace 
and beauty.“ When exhibited in London last 
spring they received the coimmendation of 
such men as Ruskin and Sir Frederick 
Leighton, President of the Royal. Academy, 
while the London critics were unanimous in 
their praise. One of them said: They seem 
to reveal a new art somewhere between 
sculpture and painting.“

Ata meeting of the Society of American 
Artists held Nov. , in Boston the first formal 


step was taken in relation to duty on works of | 


art, and the foliowing resolution was adopted: 
That the attention of the present Tariff Com- 
mission and of Congress should be called to the 
fact that whereas the United States of Americais 
the only leading Nation in the world that has not 
inherited the works of art of any great epoch of 
the past, itis at tho same time the only Nation 
that puts a penalty, by means of a tariff, upou 
the importation of works of art, both ancient 
and modern, and that in the opinion of this soci- 
ety all works of art should be excepted from the 
payment of duties, both in the interest of art in 
general and of American art in particular. 


An interesting collection of paintings 
brought together for exhibition at the Lotos 
Club, New York, last week, met with a sad acci- 
dent. An unfortunate fire occurred in the 
front parlor early Saturday morning after the 
pictures had been hung, and destroyed entirely 
William M. Chase’s portrait af Peter Cooper, 
which attracted so much attention at the last 
French Salon, and was loaned by Mrs. Abram 8. 
Hewitt, and a landscape by J. W. Alexander, 
Carolus Duran's head of an Oriental woman, 
which was bis contribution to the London 
Graphtec gallory of types of beauty, was blistered 
by the fireand ruined in taking it from the 
walis by a cross cut on the face. It is owned by 
S. P. Avery, and is exhibited in its damaged 
condiuon. A marine by M. J. Burns, with fish- 
erman ina boat; a still life by E. M. G ry, 
and some kittens by J. H. Beard, were aiso biis- 
tered. Ine pictures were, fortunately, fully in- 
sured, a special risk of $50.000 baving n 
taken out Friday. The fire, whose cause is un- 
known, evidently first caught at the old goid 
hangings of Canton flannel, which were to be used 
for the first time as a background to the pict- 
ures. Though naturally the traces of the fire are 
visible the new red draperies conceal the more 
striking evidences. 


Herr Hammer, one of the richest men in 
Stockholm, has been gathering his collection 
for thirty years. He is getting old and wishes to 
sell it, so that when he dies his daughters may 
not be burdened with the responsibility of tak- 
ing care of it. He has received offers for parts 
of it from the Kensington Museum, but will sell 
it only as a whole, and prefers to part with it to 
American purchasers, as he thinks America is 
lacking in such treasures as bis collection con- 
tains, The price he places upon his museum is 
$350,000. It contains a large section which rep- 
resents the progress of industrial art from the 
earliest to the latest times. Another section 
contains relics represeoting the stone, bronze, 
and iron ages of Scandinavia. There are 1,200 
pieces in tne collection oi swords, sabres, cime- 
tors. guns, and other weapons from Oriental and 
European nations, and many of them are ex- 
tremely valuable. There are great numbers of 
specimens of antique work in iron, from the ear! 
part ot the Middie Ages downto the eiguteent 
century. The old china and pottery section 
contains 3,116 pieces. There is art furniture and 
oid carvings in great profusion from the casties 
of France, Germany, and Italy. while one large 
part of the collection is devoted to old German 
and Venetian glass. Une old clock was given by 
Louis XV. to Marie Antoinette. A brooch ex- 
hibited belonged to Josephine. Tnere are boots 
that belongec to Charies XII. of Sweden, aad 
costly jewcis and the insignia of different orders 
which were once worn by distinguished person- 

There are 15,000 coins and medais and 


. 18000 portraits. exclusive of the large coliection 


of miniatures. One of largest sections of 
the museum is that which contains the old 

missais, breviaries, and rare manu- 
seripts. Many of the manuscripts treat of the 
old guilds that were common throughout Eu- 
rope in the Middle and give lists of their 
members. The openly expressed hope of those 
who have seen the museum and bave become 
interested in it is that wealthy meu and artists 
in America will make an effort to bring it to this

Hence 
the answer comesin harmony with ana by 
the operations of the laws of nature, never 
in disre ofthem.

Henry Ward Beecher’s Strong Inclining 
to Evolution. 
New York Herald. Now. 27. 

Mr. Beecher, after reading his text yester- 
day morning, announced that the sermon he 
was about to preach was the first of a series 
(not necessarily consecutive), the aim of 
which was to show that what is called ad- 
vanced theology among Christian faymen 
and ministers informs itself with the very in- 
nermost spirit and genius of sacred Script- 
ure. He proposed’ to do this for his own 
sake, that he might be heard; for his church's 
sake, because there exists, he said, between 
every pastor and his people a kind of obliga- 
tion of honor that they should know what it 
is that he believes and that he is teaching to 
them and their children. He would do italso 
for the sake of a multitude of ministers 
that were perplexed in their beliefs; 
that could not quite keep on in the 
old ways of theology, yet could not accept the 
new, and who therefore hang between all 
winds, going neither one way nor the other. 
He didi it also as a reply to those whe say 
that Plymouth Church and its pastor have 
wandered away from the truth.
